A circulation of pure air is absolutely necessary. - 


Shade lightly in summer. 

Try a little charcoal in soil for varieties that burn 
readily. 

After the flower buds show color, gradually withhold 
stimulants, and again look carefully to the matter of 
Keep the air pure and dry—the walks dry 
and clean ; this is essential. 

A great many beginners in Chrysanthemum culture 
write, asking the definition of crow and terminal bud. 
As generally used these terms refer entirely to the ¢zme 
at which the bud is taken. For instance, the ‘‘ early 
crown” is the first flower bud to make its appearance ; 
it May come in August, September, or later, according to 
variety and treatment. If this bud is not wanted it is 
rubbed off and soon another forms which is also a crown; 


watering. 


repeated removals will finally bring us to a late bud, one 
of the last that the plant will produce, and this is a ter- 
minal 

In regard to the bud to be taken, the early crown will 
gain somewhat in time, will stiffen the stem and fill the 
bloom. but always at a greater or less sacrifice of foliage, 
and also of finish; where not necessary to grow to a 
given time, in the majority of cases the terminal bud 
may be selected. 

Does it pay to grow Chrysanthemums? For the gen- 
eral retail florist, we say yes, unhesitatingly. One of 
the best reasons for this belief is,that they brighten your 
houses and create an interest before Roses and Carna- 
tions are at their best; they require your attention when 
it is most convenient for you to give it, and they can be 
made to utilize space otherwise vacant and unsightly 
during the summer; by planting the earlies in a solid 
block, this space can be quickly cleared after blooming 
time and used again, and there ough? to be profit in 
growing two crops in place of one. 

The general public is not becoming tired of Chrysan- 
themums. Grow them nicely and grow a variety, and 
you will find there is still a large sale for good mums. 

The commercial growers near the very large cities 
must watch their home markets, and each answer for 
himself as to kinds and quantities to be planted. Clear 
colors, good stems and perfect foliage have, in very few 


instances, so far as our knowledge goes, failed to bring a 
fair price in which there was some profit, at least. } 
One thing is certain, no matter how fine the standard 
varieties may be, and no matter how perfectly they may 
be grown, the flower-buying public want something new, 
and distinct, and different from that which they have 
been used to buying. 
in flowers quite as emphatically as in other lines of 
trade.
